EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. David Bahleron 1/19/06. 

In line 7 of claim 1, -which automatically tracks variations in device parameters 
of the peaking amplifier— has been added between the words "Transistor" and 
"integrated". 

In line 6 of claim 5, -which automatically tracks variations in device parameters 
of the first amplifier— has been added between the words "Transistor" and "integrated". 

In line 4 of claim 22, -which automatically tracks variations in device parameters 
of the first amplifier— has been added between the words "Transistor" and "integrated". 

It should be noted that the examiner's amendment was necessary in order to 
distinguish over prior art of Thompson since Fig. 2 of Thompson clearly shows a self- 
bias Field Effect Transistor (246). The FET 246 in Fig. 2 of Thompson can be read as 
the claimed self-bias Field Effect Transistor since the FET 246 has a feedback signal (a 
signal coming out of source of FET 246 is applying to a base of a bipolar transistor 242 
and a signal coming out of a collector of transistor 242 is feeding back to a gate of FET 
246). 
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Reasons for Allowance 



Claims 1 , 5-7, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 5-1 7, 1 9, 22, 23, 25 and 26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1, 5, 15 and 22, the closest prior art of record, Thompson (Fig. 2) does not 
disclose the following limitations: the functional limitations of the self bias Field Effect 
Transistor.
